ARE "DISCERNIBLE," BUT NO CONSENSUS COULD BE REACHED ON 
VARIOUS FORMULATIONS CONSIDERED FOR FINAL PARA OR PARAS. 
CHAIRMAN HOVEYDA (IRAN) THOUGHT COMITE PRODUCED REPORT 
CONTAINING MANY IDEAS FOR GA TO CONSIDER, AND HE TRUSTED 
GA WOULD "DRAW POSITIVE CONCLUSIONS" AND TAKE MEASURES
